One of the most startling bits of recent news 
is a little annou ncement that came not long ago 
from the National Edu cation Association. 
Someone in that organization did some figu r­ 
ing, and fou nd ou t that while it costs $300 a y ear 
to keep a man in prison, it costs only $100 a y ear 
to keep a child in school. The nation spends 
abou t a billion and a half a y ear on its 500,000 
prisoners; it spends only two billion and a half 
to edu cate its 26.000,000 school children. 
It wou ld be a good thing if that information 
cou ld be placed before ev ery American pu blic of­ 
ficial who has any thing to do with school bu dg­ 
ets. 
It is the most eloqu ent preachment against 
cu tting su ch bu dgets that cou ld possibly be im­ 
agined. 
Edu cated men and women do not often find 
their way into penitentiaries. There are ex cep­ 
tions to this ru le, of cou rse; bu t any social work­ 
er, police official or prison warden can tell y ou 
that the y ou ngster who goes throu gh school and 
gets a decent chance to train and broaden his 


mind is not v ery apt to become a lawbreaker 
when he grows u p. 
The great recru iting grou nd for the u nder­ 
world is the place where y ou ngsters break off 
their schooling before they hav e had enou gh of 
it to profit by it. 
That, of cou rse, is only another way of say ing 
that the pu blic school sy stem is abou t as good a 
crime prev entiv e as we hav e. And it is an amaz­ 
ingly cheap one, all things considered. It is, at 
any rate, infinitely cheaper than ou r prison sy s­ 
tem, which is no prev entiv e at all. 
These times demand strict economy in gov ern­ 
ment. No city or state can afford any u nneces­ 
sary ex penditu res. Bu t this money we spend on 
ou r schools is not an u nnecessary ex penditu re, 
nor is it an ex penditu re which is u ndu ly high. 
Compared with that other little item — the cost 
of taking care of criminals — it is v ery low in­ 
deed. 
The school bu dget, in short, is ju st abou t the 
last place to wield the blu e pencil. One hu ndred 
dollars a y ear per child, inv ested now, can sav e 
u s $300 a y ear per criminal a little later. 


State Armory , Newark, N. J., 
Oct. 24 (/P)—“Al” Smith, before a 
crowd estimated by police at 20,- 
000, conclu ded his first national 
campaign speech tonight by de­ 
claring that nothing bu t the 
election of the Roosev elt-Garner 
ticket wou ld solv e the economic 
problems of America. 
The crowd was in an u proar 
v irtu ally throu ghou t the speech. 
Smith reserv ed mention of the 
name of Gov ernor Roosev elt u n­ 
til he had lashed ou t at prohibi­ 
tion and made ex tended criti­ 
cism of the Repu blican adminis­ 
tration. His call for a Roosev elt- 
Garner v ictory set off a demon­ 
stration of many minu tes in the 
v ast au ditoriu m. 
Smith wou nd u p by asking his 
au dience to ‘“go home and see if 
y ou can find one great big pu blic 
qu estion that they (the Repu bli­ 
cans) hav e made a reasonably 
good attem pt to settle.” 
While thou sands—some police 
estimates ex ceeded 50,000 — bat­ 
tled 
ou tside 
the

brick 
bu ilding in a v ain attem pt to 
gain entrance, Smith deliv ered a 
speech dev oted principally to 
prohibition. 
He said the Repu blican plank 
on that su bject had been word­ 
ed so no candidate wou ld be

consequ ently it is easy for them 
to receiv e the approv al of the 
Anti-Saloon leagu e, the Women’s 


Christian 
Temperance 
Union, 
the Ku Klu x Klan, the Metho­ 
dist Conference and the aggre­ 
gation of bigots that make u p 
what they call the dry forces.” 
He referred sev eral times to 
President Hoov er as “the dry 
leader of the United States.” 
Tu rning to the Democratic 
platform on prohibition, Smith 
said: 
“No political party du ring my 
time on any issu e spoke more 
plainly and more definitely than 
the Democratic party spoke in

when it said: 
“ ‘We fav or the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment.’ ” 
He then read the remainder of 
the party ’s prohibition declara­ 
tion.
